_ POLITICS IN CHINA.

* The following interesting letter from a corres-" 
pondent appears in a recent issue of the NV, C, 

Daily News i— ‘ i ee 

It: has often been a matter of surprise ta me 
that while so much is daily written and published 
ofand concerning China, so very little of it throws 
‘any light upon politics in’ China at the present 
time. With your permission I propose to send 
you some contributions, on this subject, not for 
s amount of 
knowledge, but in order to dtaw attention to, and, 
create an interest in it, so that others who have 


vatuddle information at command, or.the means |. . 


of acquiring it within their reach may be induced 
to take some trouble to increase thelr knowledge, 
and to fiace it at the disposal of your readers. 
One fact of overwhelming importance is bardly 
ever referred te in print, yet it is, 1 believe, the 
dominant factor.in all high Chinese politics. 


The present dynasty is an alicn dynasty, |-

and though it has been for.about 20 years in 
pesannies of the throne of China, and has 
cen marvellously successful in maintaining, 
consolidating, ‘and extending the power of the 
Chinese Empire, yet it must never be forgatten 
that the Manchu family now in possession of 
the throne of China is maintained in power by 
Tartar garrisons, commanded solely by Manchu, 
or Tartar generals, in all the great provinces 
and cities of the Empire, These garrisons live 
apart from the Chinese inhabitants, and from. 
the soldiers of Chinese nationality. I do not 
intend’ at-present to refer to any other element 
in Chinese home politics besides the. one: I 
have already: mentioned. . Many matters have 
happened in recent tim eerste are now in 
sites which throw lg t.on this subject, but 
will'content myself lay by telling a chapter 
of a story as it was told to me of a striking 
episode in’ modern Chinese history. 7 
In the early part of the year 1880 China was 
on the brink of a war with Russia about Kuldja, 
The Chinese Government was in a great state of 
agitation andalarm, Just then, General Gordon, 
who had arrived in Bombay as Military. Secretary 
to Lord Ripon, the ‘new Governor-General of 


India, threw up his post In a fit of disgust, but |. 


without any idea'as to what he shpuld’do next. 
While in a state of uncertainty, he received an 
invitation from Sir Robert Hart on beballf of the 
Chinese: Government to visit Peking. Almost 
immedjately afterwards he received an invitation 
by telegraph from’ the Viceroy of Chibli, Li 
Hung-chang, to pay him. a visit at Tientsin, 
‘He replied accepting both invitations and 
started at once for China. Sometime after his 


Arrival nt Shanghai he proceeded northwards, j. 


and at Chefoo recelved a letter fram Sir Robert 
Hart cancelling the previous invitation, ‘wging 
him in the strongest. language to retrace -his 
steps at once, stating that his presence in Pekin, 

just. now, would be a cause: of danger, ani 

embarrassment to the Chinese Government, and 
adding that if he should determine to proceed 
in spite of what was sald, that he should come 
on trmedtately bo Peking, 
either vistt or see Lit Hung-chang'ak Tientein, 
This was emphasized in strongest. manner. 
General lon .was utterly astounded at this 


-letter,-Ho—went-ashore_ immediately, -but..on | 


thinking the matter over he very soon determined 
to ‘carry out his original intention, and he went 
back on board, and proceeded to Tientsin, where 
he at once pl himself in communication: 
with the Viceroy, whom he saw. frequently. 
He received: no further. communication. from 
Sir Robert Hart, but he proceeded to Peking, 
He received communications from Sir Thomas 
Wade, ‘then’ British: Minister. at Peking 
couched in terms of strong hostility.
